I.O.D.E. Offers 
Nine Scholarships 
To Postgraduates 

World War Memorial 
To Provide For Study 
At British Colleges 

Toronto, Oct 4.— (CUP.) —Nine 
post - graduate scholarships, for 
study in England have been estab- 
lished by the Imperial Order 
Daughters of the Empire as a War 
Memorial for those who fell in the 
First Great War. They are ten- 
able in Canada, one being open to 
students In eqch province. 

Study in England is provided by 
these scholarships for graduates of 
Canadian universities and students 
awarded them arc required to 
study some subject vital to the in- 
terests of the Empire. They are to 
return to Canada to put their 
knowledge thus obtained into prac- 
tice. 

Selection of candidates will take 
place during Nov.. 1945, and the 
scholarships will be tenable from 
Oct, 1046, for one year. Candidates 
should acquaint themselves with 
expenses of. residence, study and 
travel in Britain. 

Applications must, be made by 
Oct, 15, 1945, to the I.O.D.E. Pro- 
vincial Educational Secretary in 
MontreaL

James Outlines Program 
Of Extension of Facilities 



Museum, Library 
Other Buildings 
To Be Enlarged 

Addressing a conference of grad 
uatcs In the Sir • Arthur Currie 
Memorial Gymnasium Armory, Dr. 
F. Cyril Jamesi Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor,' outlined McGill's post- 
war building program, which will 
be extended, due to the unprece- 
dented increase in registration. 

A major overhaul of the Univer- 
sity's plant has already been start- 
ed. 

Other facilities scheduled to be 
enlarged include the library which 
will be extended to three or four 
times the present size, and integra- 
tion and expansion of the Engi- 
neering, Chemistry and Physics 
Buildings. The Redpath Museum 
will be enlarged in order to cope 
with both the student needs and 
the public interest 

The Royal Victoria College will 
be extended, new property at Sher- 
brooke and Shuter streets having 
been acquired for this purpose. Ma- 
jor extension will also be made to 
the residential facilities for men 
students. 

In his address. Principal James 
disclosed that the University had 
enrolled thi^ session to date some 
2,000 new students, many ol whom 
were veterans. The total number 
of students would shortly pass the 
5,500 mark, an all-time record, he 
estimated. Even this figure did not 
include all those who wanted to 
enter McGili. This was illuslrotcd 
by one statistic. Dr. M. Roscoe, 
Warden of the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege, had to refuse 40 per cent of 
the outside applicants this year. 

McGill, continued Or. James, had 
far outgrown the buildings in 
which the University is presently 
housed. The highly successful 
Governors' campaign last year for 
fundi, which obtained $7,000,000 
made it possible not only to obtain 
a more suitable physical plant but 
what was even of: more, vital Im- 
portancb, to make" provision for a 
faculty second to none. 

It has been estimated that after 
the peak load of 5,500 studenU had 
been taken care of in the next five 
years, McGllI would have a normal 
regtetration of from 4,000 to 4,500 
students, as compared with 3,000 to 
_;WO(^ln|toèl pre-war period. 



Hospital Handicrafts Course 
Open Next Week for Women 



The hospital handicrafts /courses 
In weaving and leatherwork which 
are part of the Women's Union Vol- 
untary Services Program, -arc to 
commence as soon as enrollment 
warrants their opening. Hanka Ros- 
ten, chairman of the handicrafts 
section of \ the program, announced 
last night Graduates of the courses 
will work as aides under Occupa- 
tional Therapists in two major hos- 
pitals near Montreal, she revealed. 

The hours of registration for 
these courses, or for any work in 
the VolunUry Services Program 
are from 12 p.m. to 3 p.m. on Wed- 
nesdays, Thursdays and Fridays, it 
was announced. The courses are 
slated for Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings, and students may attend 
both classés, although one evening 
per week during each term fulfills 
the requirement. The second term 
feature . a course in plastics, in ad- 
dition to the regular weaving ând 
leatherworic • . . 

Each student will work on "a sep- 
arate loom In the weaving classes, 
and will produce such articles as i

belts, scarfs. bolU of material and 
serviettes. Leatherwork students 
may relieve their Christmas present 
problems, continued the chairman, 
by making bags, slippers, gloves, 
etc. in their classes. The plastics 
course in the second term will fea- 
ture various plastic figures, and 
probably a good deal of Jewellery, 
said the chairman. The cost of ma- 
terials win be slight she said. 

The number of occupational thera- 
pists in Canada is a very small one. 
continued the chairman. There are 
only six in attendance lor the whole 
Ste. Anne de Bellçvue Hospital, 
and the work ol an aide would be 
extremely important It Is sorae- 
Mt*at of a privilege to be admitted 
to the hospitals to do this sort of 
work, she continued. It was for- 
merly Impossible lor a student in- 
terested in occupational therapy to 
lind similar openings. These handi- 
crafts courses provide an excellent 
opportunity to gain experience in 
the field, which is beginning to 
play an increasingly important part 
in present-day mcdloinc.

With the return of ' peace, 20 Can- 
adlan'; men . students' ' between the 
ages bi 10 and' 2S will have the op- 
portunity of three years' study at 
Oxford University as Rhodes Scho- 
lars. ^Fbr^ttie benelU ; ol ,the . stu- 
dent or students who may win the 
two awards offered in this province 
or one bl 'the' ten e:rvice scholar- 
ships available all over the Domin- 
ion, and for the interest of those 
who would like to see this famous 
seat of learning but who. will nev- 
er be able to do so on the bequest 
ol Cecil Rhodes^ The Daily decided 
to -Interview three lornjer Rhodes 
Scholars. ... 

"There's no place like it lor any- 
one .with a lacillty for learning. 
It's .simply wonderful, quite differ- 
ent Irom anything else In the 
world," declared Mr. Henri Binct. 
A former Dalhouslc student and 
later a member of Exeter College, 
Oxford, and the Honours School of 
Jurisprudence there, Mr. Binet has 
been connected with the I.L.O, In 
Geneva and in this city lor many 



years'. On the £350 ' per annum 
granted him by the- RhCOes Trust, 
he > managed to travel through 
Europe to Turkey, as far south as 
SpMn and as far up as the north- 
em part of Germany. .Like the Can- 
adians who . will leave lor Oxlord 
in 1948, Henri Binet wÀs in Europe 
immediately after a world war, 
when the value of European and 
especially German money was so 
low that a full course dinner or 
12 hours, train travel could be had 
for the equivalent ol 10 Canadian 
cents, and even 'à student with' no 
extra money could maintain him 
sell is Zurope during the long va 
cations for next to nothing. 

Mr. Binet praised the unique 
tutorial system whereby the stu* 
dent presented his tutor with an 
essay based on the' prescribed read- 
ing or experimental work of his 
course once a week. The tutor

James McGiU's tomb on the 
McGill campus v/ill be the scene 
of the annual mounting ol the 
guard by the Montreal Regiment 
of the Canadian Grenadier Guards 
in honor of their first colonel and 
McGill's founder at 4 p.m. today. 
General H. D. G. Crerar wlU in- 
sped the guard, accompanied by 
ViceAdmiral G. C. Jones and Air 
Marshal L. S. Breadner, with Major 
Hosklns, Lt-Cmdr. Wright andS.-L. 
Norsworthy, student veterans, as 
their respective attendants. 

The Founder's Day ceremony, 
annually celebrated on Oct 6, the 
birthday of James McGill, is being 
held one day earlier this year to 
coincide with the Victory Convo- 
cation, to which the participants in 
the formal ceremony at the tomb 
will proceed at 4m < 

Procedure at the Vlctoiy Convo- 
cation, at which General Crerar, 
Vice-Admiral Jones, and Air' Mar- 
shal Breadner will receive Hon- 
orary LL.D. degrees, and Dr. James 
Bryant Conant of Harvard will re- 
ceive a D.Sc., will begin with a 
prayer led by the Lord Bishop ol 
Montreal, the Rt Rev. Dixon. This 
will be followed by the singing ol 
the McGill Hymn, and following 
the Principal's address degrees will 
be conferred by the Chancellor 
upon students who .have completed 
their * studies during the summer, 
and students' of the Medical Fac- 
ulty who finished their courses in 
June. Scholarship winners will 
then be announced, and the honor- 
ary degrees will be presented. 

Col. J. M. Morris, Olficer Com- 
manding the McGill Contingent 
C.O.T.C. will present Gen. Crerar 
for his degree; Lt Cmdr. V. C. 
Wynne Edwards, Officer Command- 
ing the McGiU University Naval 
Training Division, wiU present Ad- 
miral Jones, Sqd.-Ldr. C. H. Car- 
ruthers. Commanding Officer of the 
McGill University Air Training 
Corps, will present Air Vice Mar- 
shal Breadner, and Dr. F. Cyril 
James; principal and vice-chancel- 
lor ol McGill, will present Dr. Con- 
ant to the chancellor.

It Is pleasant indeed In these dtys of assonince, 
pubesee and verse libre to see a eleair lyrle simply 
Umncd. untlnged by the malignant Influences of the 
Booalled modem school. In his latest book of poems, 
"As In a Glass-Empty'" '(Dewlap and Olmbal, fS,e9) 
S. MllUccnte keeps, four-square and steadfast along 
the road of simplicity so valiantly furrowed by Joyce 
and Edgar Guest. Of the many beautiful verses In 
this collation none is so representative of contem- 
porary times and trends as the charming 66tb quoted 
ahove. 

The general tenor of this poem Is the stirring of 
a simple,' human soul against the enerosebing. dark- 
ness of Science, Religion, Art and (he world around 
It, and the first lino 

"Not out of nothing" 
Is a bold, unequivocal statement of reality leaving 
nothing to doubt and little to be Imagined. In the 
second and third line* 'the utter futility of do|ng 
nething, and the ultimate yeeieiineis of doing any* 
thlni Is bildly stated. The fourth line, of course, 
reflects the author's fear of being . Jellified, thet 
permeates sH his work, as rese-m>dder the dawn. 

In the second verse the true sweep and power of 
the man hits one as a shock of cold spring wayer 
"For out fearleii free-falls 
Foul green and yellow ..." 
shows the horror felt by the common man at the 
vile half-truths of science, the screaming chaos of 
a free-falling body; the green and yellow apocalypse 
that Is Newton's law*. 

Then, like a rpighty orgitn pesllng the sociel cons- 
clince of the m^n cries forth, brasen throated as a 
gong In the third and fourth lines of this stanza. 

To all but the clod of no sensitivity the last verse 
denies encroachment and defies erlUclsmll It, of 
course, Indicates the psth that must be Hak^i) by 
those that would live In friendly contact with their 
environment. 

The most Interesting facet of this particular poem 
is the strong influence of Padraie Golum and-James 
Joyce upon Mlllecente. The "ghoul green" In verse 
two is a direct reflection of Joyce's "new colour for 
Irish Sards - . . snot-green," and . the touching refer- 
ence to Joyce In line twelve legves little to the ima- 
gination. Padralc is fully outlined in the two charm- 
ing EIrlsh allusion, "rape-weed grasping" and the 
Turves of Home.

of Foreign Ideas 



Since the beginning of society, a 
few influential men, the ariatocrata 
and production heads; who control 
our destiny and finances, fearing 
loss of prestige and wealth, have 
kept ideas that would help human 
advancement from becoming pub- 
licised until it was absolutely nec- 
essary. This process of slowing the 
world's development is effected by 
buying patenU to inventions and 
then keeping the plans secret, or 
by threatening and persecuUng the 
ideallsU, the men with foresight, 
the inventors, the scientiste, and 
the writers. 

"What was good enough for 
Grandfather is good enough for 
me." How often we hear these 
words spoken! The people tend to 
laugh at those who listen to, or 
eany out. new ideas and strange 
ideas, because of the rut in which 
they arc caught Some consider 
Ideas from other lands and from 
other people to be inferior. We 
ridicule foreigners and those who 
were reared by foreign atandards. 
We iiave nothing againat them. 
They are good people. But (hey 
are different 

There are manifold example of 
the intolerance of people to foreign 
ideas. Whether it be from lack of 
education, amugnesa or selfish mo- 
tives, we procrsstinate, and cur- 
tail ideas and reforms which 
would have been beneficial to our- 
selves. The church held off dra- 
ma, and persecuted those who par- 
ticipated in plays, until they were 
unable to control the new trend 
of acting. Throughout history, 
peoples of different religious sects 
have been forbidden to read cer- 
tain books containing radical or 
revolutionary ideas, for fear that 
they would see the light Even 
today, many people do not believe 
in Darwin's Theory of Evolution, 
although it has been proved a re- 
ality. Why? Because they will 
not bother to admit a comparative- 
ly new idea. They find it much 
more comfortable and satisfying to 
retain their superstitious beliefs, 
which are almost traditions to 
them. Amazingly enough, we are 
slow to believe that we are in any 
sort of danger, or that we nxt being 
threatened by danger, for If we 
were to accept such truths, our 
tranquility, although harmful to 
ourselves, would be disturbed, 

Even in present times, despite 
the obvious need for new ways, 
people turn a deaf ear to Ideas 
which almost shout their worth. 
How long will it be before we rec- 
ognize the right of all citizens of 
all countries to have all the educa- 
tion they desire? How long will it 
be before we realize the wonders 
of preventive medicinf? How long 
will it be before we have medicine 
for all. so that people will pay a 
atandard sum every year and have 
In return the best medical attention 
in every way, when desired or 
needed? How long will It be be- 
fore women are on an eaual foot- 
ing with men in every way, and 
have the same opportunities as 
men? The worth of these ideas is 
recognized. We know their reali- 
zation is inevitable. But we do not 
know when we will see them es- 
tablished in our communities, and 
in the communitiea of the world. 

Always there have been psople 
who have given everything they 
could to worthy causes, and to new 
ideas. Many fine and inteUigent 
men battled to make the League 
of NaUons a reality, but it is still 
a dream, ^or people would not 
have faith in it, and in each other. 
From Columbus to the League of 
Nations, many men hid to over- 
come the same setbaek^laok of 
faith and interest' Die people did 
not believe Columbus w|ien he said 
that the .werid la .round. . Thty 
were not; even remotely interested 
to see what truth lay in his state- 
ment The eccleaiasdcal authori- 
ties compelled|OaUlM to deny that 
the. earth moves ' around the lun, 
Socrates, a noble and original 
thinker, was accused. and convicted 
on the charges of corrupting youth

Luther escaped punishment 
for introducing Protestantism to 
Europe ;only through the help of 
his influential friends wss he bar 
boured from harm, Florence Night 
ingale fought with every weapon 
at her command to become the first 
recognized nurse and to start the 
order of registered nurses. She 
did tbia in the fape of acandal. Only 
recently are her dreams becoming 
realized, for only recently has 
nursing become a respected profes- 
sion. 

"Man is bom free, yet every- 
where he Is in chains." Dièse im 
mortal words, written by Rousseau, 
were echoed by many brave men 
who dared to defy convention and 
tyrannical rule. These brave men 
who dared to apeak the truth were 
hated, persecuted, and often killed 
because of (heir radical ideas. Sis 
ter Kenny, who has saved countless 
children from crippled existences, 
is still spumed and scorned by 
members of the medical profession 
because she cures by a new method. 
Until Dickens wrote book after 
book on the appalling slums of 
London, the piteous lives of the 
poor and wretched, and the 
cruel Khool system, nothing 
was done about the obvious des- 
perate conditions, although a few 
Isolated people did their best to 
help the poor to caat aside their 
misery and to live like human be- 
ings. The Negroes have Lincoln 
to thank for their freedom from 
slavery, but even now. in many 
ways, they are free men and worn' 
en in name, only, because we are 
slow to practise new ideas, al- 
though wc know them to be the 
most humane ideas. Christ, the 
greatest teacher the world has ever 
known, was killed because he 
spread a true gospel, and even to 
day. his teachings of brotherhood 
are Ignored, and wc do not act ac 
cording to his gospel whicn is ac 
cepted in name only. It seems that 
w° are blind to the truth. 

Democracy, our .pride and joy, is 
not present in every form in our 
country. We are quick to take the 
benefits we derive from auch a 
system, but we give very 'litUe, 
and sometimes nothing, to contri- 
bute to fhe purity of democracy. If

Nazis. He was among the first to 
advocate war in the U.S. 

His krowlcdge and leadership 
was recognized by the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt who sent him to 
England early in 1941 as head of 
a special mission of scientists 
charged with expediting directly to 
Washington "recent scientific In- 
formation of Importar.ce to national 
defence." 

Dr. Conant labored throughout 
the war to bring victory. As early 
as 1943 he was United States mem- 
ber of the combined policy com- 
mittee to bring the atomic bomb 
project to successful fruition. He 
is a member of the interim com-> 
mittee appointed by President Tru- 
man to consider control ot the 
atomic bomb. ; . . 

General Crerar 

General Crerar headed the 1st 
Canadian Army in its famout push 
into Germany, and is recognized as 
one of the great miliary leaders of 
this war. The General was bom in 
Hamilton,.. Ont, 53 years ago. He 
was educated at Upper Canada Col- 
lege and subsequently at the Royal 
Military College, Kingston. 

He served as a brigade major In 
the first World War, and in 1918 
succeèded General McNaughton as 
counter-battery .officer for the 
Canadian Corps. Between wan,' he 
continued his studies at the Staff 
College, Camberley England, and 
the Imperial College, London. In 
1932 General Crerar was the Cana- 
dian Military Adviser at the Geneva 
military disarmament conference. 
During this ^7pr, he had, at one 
time, 500,000 men xmder his com- 
mand. He led his men to victory In 
Germany, and has received many 
honors at home and overseas, among 
which was his reception by His Ma- 
jesty the King at Buckingham Pal- 
ace. 

Viee-Adralral Jones 

Vice -Admiral Jones, chief ot 
Naval Staff. H.C.N., is a native of 
Halifax. He entered the Royal 
Naval College of Canada in 1911 
in the year of its founding, and 
graduated as a miflshlpman in 1913! 
He served] abM^iffiidtlsh warships 



during the great war, and at tho 
time of the sunender of the Ger- 
man High Seas ' Fleet at Rosyth, 
he was executive officer of H.M.S. 
"Vanquisher." In 1919 he became 
executive officer of the Royal Na- 
val College of Canada, and was 
subsequently appointed to the com- 
mand first ot WM CS. .'•Patrician,'' 
and ' two years later. KM.C.S. 
"Patriot." 

He became Director of Naval 
Operation and Trabiing at Ottawa, 
and i.was,. promoted to the rank of 
Commodore in ' June, 1940,' and 
later in the same year became 
Commanding Officer, Atlantic 
Coast In September, 1942, he re- 
turned to Naval Service Headquar- 
ters, Ottawa as Vice-Chief ot the 
Naval Staff ^t OtUwa.. He wu 
appointed Chief of the Naval Staff 
with the rank of vice-admiral In 
January ot that year, and was 
made a Companion of the Most 
Honorable Order ot the Bath in 
1943 in recognition of his leader- 
ship in the Battle of the Atlantic. 
AIR MARSHAL BREADNER 

Air Marshal Breadner, chief of 
Canada's Air Staff, was bom in 
Carleton Place, Ont, Jn 1B94. In 
1918, having gained his pilot's li- 
cence after three hours in the air, 
the Air Marshal was over the Bel- 
gian coast as a fighter pilot Within 
a year he commanded a squadron 
of his own and won the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, He trans- 
ferred to' the r!a.F. in 1918, when 
that organization was formed, and 
served with it until the end ot the 
war. Upon his return to Canada, 
he entered hit father's busineu, but 
was penuadecl to accept the post 
of assittaiir'to the first Controller 
of Civil Aviation in Canada, Col. 
J. Sianley Scott 

When the Royal Canadian Air 
Fore» .wu.^foundcd In 1924, he was 
récommiiBldnèd and made com- 
manding officer. In this war he be- 
came air adviser to Hon. T. A. Cre- 
rar, and was subsequently placed 
In charge ot operations of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth Air Training 
Plan. 

He was made Chief of Air Staff 
in 1940 with the rank of Air Vice- 
Marshal, and in 'November of the 
following year, was promoted to 
the rank ot Air Marshal. In the 
King's ' New Year't Honor list ot 
1943, he was made a Companion of 
the Order of the Bath. He retired 
as Air Officer Commanding in Chief 
Overseas in March ot this year, and 
was received by. His, Majesty upon 
the relinquishment ot his appoint- 
ment

tures. These lectures may or may 
not help the stu,deni In the final 
examination 'àt the end of two 
years, and are In no way compul- 
sory. They are given usually in 
the morning or early' evening, with 
the afternoon free for sports and 
the evening for other university 
activities. ^It takes your first year 
to learn the English customs, a year 
to practise them. By the third -year 
you enjoy them, and then you're a 
bit spoiled for ordinary life," said 
the former student; (rf Exeter, going 
on to state that co-education was 
practically unknown. .Iliere are 
some . women students, but not 
nearly enough to go around, so the 
men rarely met girls in their spare 
time, and such meetings as there 
were were very formal occasions. 
This apparently was no hardship to 
either party. Mr. Blnet deplored the 
fact that tome'.
